It is the rule of Ihe company for 
the m iners to place their fuses ready 
to be lighted for blasts just before 
quitting work each day. and there are 
workm en know n as ‘ fire m en” who 
go through the mine after all the 
m iners are out and set off these blasts. 
The m iners quit work at. -1:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. 
It takes them about 45 
m inutes to get out of the mine. 
The 
two "fire m en” today who are supposed 
to have caused the explosion were 
L ark H u n ter and John Harney. 
They 
shot the blasts about 4:43 o’clock, be­ 
fore all the m iners could get out of the 
mine. 


It is supposed that one of the fuses 
was defective and resulted in what is 
known as a “blow blast." The flame 
shooting out from the blast, ignited 
the gas which in turn ignited the ac­ 
cumulation of dry coal dust in the 
mine. 
The explosion that followed 
was terrific. 
The flames shot out of 
the mouth of the mine and the shock 
completely wrecked the shed at the 
mine entrance. Three men were killed 
while standing outside the mine and 
two were seriously and one fatally in­ 
jured. 


This mine has been the scene of 
two serious explosions in the past. 
In 
1880 four men were killed and eight 
seriously injured by an explosion of 


December Hi'. lSO.'i, an explosion of 
mine dust occurred in which 28 lives 
were lost.

by a 
m iner carrying an open lamp contrary 
to regulations. 


The force of the explosion in'vthe 
Nelson mine today was terrible. Bodies 
were literally mangled and torn to 
pieces.

Reports from Dayton at midnight 
show that 11 dead bodies have been 
taken from the Nelson mine.

Messrs. Williams of Mississippi, Pou 
of North Carolina and Spight of Mis­ 
sissippi spoke on the proposed inves­ 
tigation of the southern franchise ques­ 
tion.

Mr. Payne, chairm an of the ways 
and m eans committee, reported the 
Cuban reciprocity bill and gave notice 
th a t ho would call it up a week irom 
tomorrow7. 


Speaker H enderson called the house 
to order today with a gavel made 
from Philippine hard wood. 
It was 
presented to the speaker by Amos W. 
Brandt, a citizcn of Des Moines, Iowa. 
Immediately alter the approval of the 
journal, the house went into commit­ 
tee of the whole and entered upon the 
consideration of the sundry civil ap­ 
propriation bill. 


Mr. Cannon, chairm an of the appro­ 
priation committee, who was in^eharge 
of the measure, in a brief preliminary 
statem en t explained th a t the bill car­ 
ried $49,323,895. being $12.455,542 less 
than the estim ates

$111.000,000. 


W ith regard to the project for beau­ 
tifying W ashington by a vast park 
schem e to cost ultim ately $200,000.- 
000. Mr. Cannon said the com m ittee 
had recommended the policy of hav­ 
ing the District of Columbia pay half 
of the cost and proceed no faster than 
the district w as able to go.

A favorable report from the commit­ 
tee on public lands was today sub­ 
mitted by R epresentative Shafroth on 
Judge Bell's bill providing for the ex­ 
tension of the hom estead act to lands 
in the opened Ute reservation.

the governm ent to provide free homes 
for settlers who are willing to live 
five years on public land and develop 
the resources thereof. 
The Ute reser­ 
vation was opened in 1880 under pro­ 
visions requiring cash payments from 
settlers at the rate per acre paid to 
the Indians by the government. 
Under 
this bill lands of opened Indian reser­ 
vations are offered to settlers under 
provisions of the homestead act. 
The 
report contends th a t the free-homes act 
passed in 1890 under which land in 
certain reservations may be entered 
by settlers under the hom estead act 
should be extended to include the Ute 
reservation in Colorado.

Minneapolis, March 31.—Judge Eli 
Torrence, commander-in-chief of the 
G. A. R.. just back from a conference 
with the president on pension matters, 
says the report of the O. A. R. pension 
committee was submitted to the pres- 
d/'nt over a week ago. 
At his request, 
however, it will not he made public for 
some little time, as the president has 
under consideration the selection of a 
successor to Pension Commissioner 
Evans. Judge Torrance, discussing the 
report, said: 


"The committee found no fault with 
the pension laws as they now exist, 
but rather with the m anner in which 
the laws have been construed and ad­ 
ministered by the pension bureau. 
A 
desire for a change in the office of 
commissioner of pensions has been 
steadily growing for two years past 
until now it is almost universal among 
the 
veterans. 
Conservative 
Grand 
Army men 
believe 
and with good 
cause that great injustice has been 
done to many deserving and worthy 
claimants. 
All the veteran soldiers 
of the union desire is that the laws 
be justly and fairly administered and 
that ail who are entitled to receive 
their benefits shall enjoy them without 
diminution or unreasonable delays and 
that every unworthy claim shall he re­ 
jected and every fraudulent pensioner 
stricken from the rolls. 


The atm osphere of the pension bu­ 
reau has been such as to create an 
impression that a great many frauds 
are attem pted by the old soldiers, but 
it is worthy of note that according to 
the last report of the commissioner 
there were out of 159 persons con­ 
victed of frauds against the bureau 
last year but 10 soldiers of tho civil 
war. of whom two were deserters. 
Many convictions were for offenses 
against the old soldier and not by him. 
The records show that only one old 
soldier out of 73,000 has been con­ 
victed of fraud against the govern­ 
ment. 
Certainly th a t is a wonderful 
showing." 


Incidentally ,Iudge Torrance denied 
that he was to be made pension com­ 
missioner, nor was he a candidate for 
that or any other office.

Leadville, March 28.—Mr. S. D. Nich­ 
olson, a man

wines in this city, is hopeful of the 
future of

camp and gives his 
views for the coming prosperity. This 
camp is a large producer of silver, 
and, acordjng to his statements, there 
will be a rise in the price of the white 
metal at no far distant date. 
He ar­ 
gues no more silver is being pro­ 
duced than there was two or three 
years ago. Therefore the drop in this 
metal is not due to over-production, 
but to decreased consumption. Affairs 
in the orient, and the famine in India, 
all of which countries are heavy silver 
consumers, have to a large extent 
caused the present conditions in the 
silver market. With the ending of the 
troubles in the orient and the relief of 
the famine in India and the pacifica- 
tion of the Philippines, the trade in 
those countries will soon return to 
its normal condition and with that 
return Mr. Nicholson argues the price 
of silver will undoubtedly rise. 
The 
possible adoption of silver for use in 
the, Philippines by the United States 
government will also act in a favor­ 
able way on the price of silver. These 
facts argue well for the metal, and 
should they prove to be correct it will 
mean a great deal for Leadville’s fu­ 
ture prosperity.

to the center of the town in fifteen 


■TRAVERSING THE MILITARY ROAD. 


Kim. the dim outlines of the fine 
mountain ranges of the. island came 
into view, and a few hours later the 
ibip steamed slowly past the frowning 
jaitlpmpnts of Morro castle, still show­ 
ing a few traces of the battering given 
it In- Sampson’s fleet. 


What a feast of color! 
A sky of 
dfpp azure, flecked here and there by 
flppry clouds; 
a sea of such intense 
hue that one could easily fancy that 
the contents of a bluing factory had 
|wn spilled in the vicinity. 


On shore the vivid tropical greens 
of the graceful cocoanut' and the ba­ 
nanas; while the Morro and its ad­ 
jacent structures and tne closely built 
town of San Juan, with its brilliantly 
painted buildings, produced a rainbow 
f 
that was almost, bewildering. 


The first impression of the unac- 
rlimatPd arrival in Puerto Rico, is that 
tii» heat is uttbearable. 
While two 
rhangps to thinner raim ent on board 
?hip had been enough 
for 
comfort 
while at sea. they had not produced 
a sufficient diaphanous effect for the 
heat of the shore and until we could 
f» into trunks and don white ducks 


e suffered considerably. 
It can hardly be .paid that our first 
night in San Juan was 
a 
success, 
ilth.ough perhaps, it might be termed 
i howling'’ success. In. a hotel that 
would not be tolerated for a minute 
in a fourth rate American town, we 
passed a night that was made hideous 
hy a combination of noises, difficult 
u> imagine and still more difficult 
to tell about. 
However far behind 
Pan .Juan, with its 30,000 inhabitants, 
may he in some respects, in its varied 
as-snrtniPnt. of street noises, especially 
at night, it is strictly up-to-date. 
It 
makes enough »^noise for a city ten 
times its size. 
Street haw Hers, who, 
from their numbers m u st'sell every­ 
thing that anybody can possibly’ want 
to buy. cry their w ares nearly the 
whole night long; while yelping dogs, 
frying and shouting 
children, 
with 
which the streets fairly teem, braying 
him!»?, -rowing roosters and spring­ 
e s carts bumping over the stone 
pavements, all blend into one huge 
• amival of hideous sounds, that, for 
thp new arrival at le.&st, makes sleep 
wr'! nigh impossible. 


The next day one is naturally some­ 
what used up, but whfHTtbe delicious 
trade winds begin to puff in from the 
northeast laden with tonic from the 


m inutes by the American trolley line 
th at was opened last year. 


The 
star 
attractions of San Juan 
from the sight-seeing standpoint are 
the Morro and San Cristobal fortifi­ 
cations. The form er is situated at the 
western extrem ity of the little island 
upon 
which 
San 
Juan 
is 
located. 
It. completely commands the narrow 
entrance to the harbor and were the 
guns manned by competent gunners 
would doubtless prove formidable. The 
shells of Sampson's fleet really made 
very little impression upon its solid 
masonry and not a single gun was dis­ 
mantled. About the only damage done 
was 
the 'destruction of a lighthouse 
which crowns the highest point, of the 
fortres61f,tnïl wfrich is now being re­ 
built by the United States government. 


The Morro castle, was built in the 
17th century and required about 11 
years to complete. The views from the 
high points which rise several hun­ 
dred feet above the sea, are very ex­ 
tensive and beautiful, commanding as 
they^tjo, the ocean, the channel and 
harbor, the city 
and 
the mountain 
ranges in the background. 


San Cristobal was constructed about 
a century later than Morro and is at 
the eastern end of the city. 
It com­ 
mands the land and harbor approaches 
to the town and a modern battery of 
excellent guns was added in 1895, fac­ 
ing out to sea and reinforcing the guns 
of Morro. 
Underground passages con­ 
nect these two fortifications and each 
s*the i 
iy^ all s 


The center of native life in San 
Juan is the Plaza Alphonzo XII. Sit­ 
uated in the heart of the city, it con­ 
tains the city hall and a government 
building, many of the best shops and 
the exclusive Spanish club. 
It is also 
the term inus of the trolley lines to 
Santurce and Rio Piedras, and day and 
night it presents a lively scene of 
activity and many interesting features 
of native life may be seen from the 
balcony of the Colonial restaurant or 
from the headquarters of the Auto­ 
mobile club. This latter consists of a 
long row of rocking chairs, which are 
placed nightly in a 
position 
where 
everything that goes on may be seen 
to advantage and which are rented to 
patrons at five cents for the evening. 
This comfortable m eans of enjoying 
the life of the Plaza at once appealed 
to Americans and every night many

The 
buildings 
surrounding 
the 
Plaza are all in the Spanish style 
of architecture; the language that 
one hears on all sides is not our own; 
everything about the scene in fact, 
is as foreign as one could possibly 
wish to see, and it is difficult to real­ 
ize that at sunrise next morning, "Old 
Glory” will be run up on the flag 
poles of the city hall, and the govern­ 
ment buildings, and that Unele San 
is 
really 
guiding 
the destinies 
o: 
these people, so unamcrican in man 
ners and appearance. 


There are several other small plazas 
in San Juan, but they present nc 
such interesting features as the Plaza 
Alfonzo XII. 


Of the excellent buildings that we 
inherited from Spain in Puerto Rico, 
must be mentioned the residence of 
Governor Hunt, formerly occupied by 
the 
Spanish 
governor-general—the 
Casa Blanca, which was built by Ponce 
de Leon, the first governor of the is­ 
land, and which is now the residence 
of the 
commandant, and also 
con­ 
tains 
numerous 
military 
offices — 
the 
Spanish 
barracks—a 
splendid 
building accommodating 4;>0 men and 
occupied by thp Puerto Rican regi­ 
ment—the penitentiary, and several 
b u i Id i n g s containing government 
offices, all of which are fine struct­ 
ures and well adapted to the tropical 
climate. 


A Native Regiment. 


One of the most interesting exper­ 
iences of a visit to San Juan is to 
witness a dress parade of the native. 
Puerto Rican regiment, which takes 
place three afternoons in tile week. 
It was a particularly entertaining and 
instructive sight, as it was not only 
a most excellent exhibition of well 
drilled 
troops, 
who 
marched 
and 
handled their arms almost like vet­ 
erans, but it was a forcible demon­ 
stration of what the Americans are 
doing in this way for the uplifting of 
these people, who for centuries have 


a. very creditable soldier. 
This mili­ 
tary training will undoubtedly have 
a far-reaching effect upon the people 
of the island, not only upon those in 
the service—• who will never go back 
to the old manner of living again— but 
upon those with whom they come in 
contact in the future alter their dis­ 
charge. 


The Military Road. 


The military road is Puerto Rico's 
chef d'ouvre! 
To come to Puerto Rico 
and not take a trip across the island 
over this famous highway would be 
like gojng to New York and not see­ 
ing Broadway and Fifth avenue. 
A 
competent authority has pronounced 
this road the finest highway in the 
western hemisphere and it may be 
added that after traversing most of 
the famous highways of Europe—while 
some may excel it in feats of en­ 
gineering—none can approach it in 
the character of landscape presented 
to view. 
In its tropical foliage, even 
away up in the mountains, it unfolds 
a panorama that is absolutely unique 
among famous highways. 


The construction of this magnifi­ 
cent highway was commenced in 18S0 
and completed eight years later at a 
cost of about $4.000.0011. 
It was built 
by the Spanish for military purposes 
and traverses the island from San 
Juan on the north coast, diagonally 
across it) a southwesterly direction 
to Ponce on the south coast. 
As the 
crow flies the distance between these 
two cities is about 45 miles. but by tiie 
military road it is SO miles, this dif­ 
ference being necessary to overcome 
the mountain ranges that intervene. 
One story is that the road was built 
for so much per mile and the wily 
flpaniardr; who 
r-nistniefp i it spun 
il out as long as possible on that ac­ 
count. 
It is doubtful, however, if 
it could bp made much shorter without 
making the grades excessive. 


At present there arc three ways of 
"doing" the military road. 
The first 
is to start before sunrise and traverse 
its SO miles at breakneck speed with 
lo relays of ponies in about lr> hours. 
The second is to make a two-day's trip 
of it and stop for the night either at 


mountain sides enjoying magnificent 
views of fertile hillside and valley, 
enlivened by occasional glimpses of 
tne sea. 
The road was as smooth as 
a floor and wound gracefully around 
sharp curves and over ridges— at no 
time having a grade that was very 
trying for the animals. 
It was during 
this drive that we entered the coffee 
and tobacco raising districts of the 
interior and whole mountain sides 
could be seen planted to the very 
summit with coffee and interspersed 
with banana plants to afford the neces­ 
sary shade. Here, too, commenced the 
most tropical vegetation that we had 
seen and the coffce and bananas and 
the stately royal palms were reinforced 
by the tree ferns and the royal poin- 
cianas and such units as the sour 
sop. 
sapodilla, 
mango, 
clieremoya, 
pineapple and breadfruit. 
Rare ex­ 
otics that we rear with 
tender care 
and at great expense in our northern 
greenhouses here grow aiong the road­ 
side— apparently public property and 
without being cared for at all. 
This 
was a perfect feast for one who is 
fond of tropical vegetation and indeed 
the 
entire 
distance 
from 
Coamo 
Springs to Cayey seemed like driv­ 
ing through a beautiful palm garden. 


The Crese of the Islands. 


At Aibonito— thp highest town on 
the island— near the summit of the 
pass of the same name, we stopped 
at the barricades to change wagons. 
This pass’ of Aibonito is especially 
interesting as it was here that the 
Spaniards had made a st^nd against 
the army of General Milos, which was 
gradually working its way from Ponce 
to San Juan along the very road that 
we have been traveling. 
A certain 
peak had been chosen by the enemy 
as being well-nigh impregnable and 
from it the road could be seen for a 
distance of several miles. 
It was this 
place that the American army was 
approaching at the time’ that the news 
of the signing of the peace protocol 
was received, and thus was averted 
what would doubtless 
have been a 
bloody struggle and Aibonito, which 
means in English. "Oh. how beauti­ 
ful," would have been converted into 
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contains*the usual dungeons that ac­ 
company^ all such ancient structures.

Imagine, if you can. a parade ground 
of several acres in extent, flanked at 
either end with the 
fortresses 
of 
Morro and San Cristobal, and bounded 
on one side by the town, and on the 
other by the beautiful blue waters 
of the Southern Atlantic. 
From the 
gaily painted barracks is heard the 
bugle call, after which the full mili­ 
tary band—all natives—sallies lorth 
and takes up its position on the field. 
Then come the troops, four hundred 
and fifty of them, in column 
fours. 
The band strikes up a fam iliar march 
and in a moment all is motion and ani­ 
mation. The m arching is excellent 
and the drill—all the commands being 
given in English by the way—is in 
every respect creditable. The soldiers 
look fine with their white ducks, blue 
coats and white helm ets and gloves— 
the regulation summer uniform, but 
which is worn in Puerto Rico all tlje 
year around. 
The band is good—they 
have plenty of music in them, these 
Spanish-Americans — and they play 
the American marches with a spirit 
and dash that indicate that they thor­ 
oughly enjoy them. 


There are at present 800 of these 
native troops on the island and it is 
expected that the present congress 
will provide for an additional 400. 
There are several hundred cavalry sta­ 
tioned in the m ountains at Cayey and 
Aibonito while all the troops a t San 
Juan are infantry. 


The young Puerto Ricans take kind­ 
ly to the service and the only diffi» 
culty in securing recruits is in finding 
men who can pass the physical ex­ 
amination, as many of the Puerto Ric­ 
ans are undersized and narrow chested. 
When once enlisted they are better 
off than they have ever been before 
in 
their 
lives. 
Thirteen 
dollars 
per month and three square meals a 
day is wealth beyond their wildest 
dreams. 
They are taught to take 
care of their clothes and persons in 
civilized fashion and it does not. take 
long for the ;bar.e-footed , arid scantily 
clothed recruit to be moulded - into 


Cayey, if going from San Juan to 
Ponce, or at Coamo Springs, if start­ 
ing from Ponce. 
The third way is to 
take three days lor the 
trip 
and 
through the courtesy of arm y friends 
to traverse the entire distance in big 
comfortable army wagons, with four 
sturdy and steady mules to draw them, 
and not attem pt to make fast time, but 
just jog along and have plenty of 
time to absorb the beauties of the 
trip as they are revealed to the ever- 
wondering senses. 


It was our good fortune to be able 
to adopt this third method of travel 
and it is such a journey that the writer 
will attem pt to describe. 


Through the Mountains. 


Leaving' Ponce in the morning after 
a comfortable breakfast 
we 
jogged 
along the level country road, dotted 
here and there with little villages and 
the humble shacks of the poor peons. 
Many sugar plantations were passed, 
for we were traversing the most fa­ 
mous sugar district of the island and 
and the big chimneys of, the grind­ 
ing houses, or “centrales” as they are 
called, could be seen on' every hand. 
Several stream s were forded during 
this first m orning's ride and we also 
noted two fine big bridges that have 
been constructed since the American 
occupation. 


The scenery of this part of the road 
was of a peaceful, pastoral nature 
and not strikingly tropical in general 
effect, though of course, many palms 
and 
other 
tropical 
growths 
were 
passed from tim e to time. 
In about 
four hours we reached Coamo Springs, 
where there is a fair hotel and where 
we had determ ined to spend the first 
night en route. 
After a stroll about 
the vicinity and a bath in the delicious­ 
ly soft m ineral waters, which are cele­ 
brated for their beneficial effects upon 
rheum atism and kindred diseases, wo 
were ready for an early bed to pre­ 
pare for the more tiresom e trip of the 
morrow. 
‘ It was during the second stage of 
the journey th at the great beauty of 
the scenery became apparent. 
After 
•leaving Coamo S prings. we ascended 
rapidly' aajd were soon.’high up the* 


a battleground with naught but un­ 
pleasant memories. 
As it is now one 
can linger here long enjoying the 
charm ing views and the deliciously 
balmy air while thoughts of war and 
carnage are far from one’s mind. 


At length our relay was ready and 
we drove on to Cayey, arriving there 
early in the afternoon. The night was 
spent at the quarters of Major Swift, 
commandant of the post, who, with his 
charm ing wife and family, keep open 
house for ;lie weary wayfarer, who 
has the good fortune to have a letter 
of introduction: 


The third stage of our journey from 
Cayey to San Juan was equally at­ 
tractive. It was during this portion of 
the trip th at the tree ferns became a 
very prom inent feature of the foliage, 
while a few rare varieties of palms 
including the Seaforthia Elegans and 
other varieties that were unfam iliar 
vere seen. At length our journey was 
it an end and San Juan was reached, 
t was a trip filled with interest from 
itart to finish and never once did we 
ire of the wealth of good things to 
ook upon. 


Recently Yankee push and hustle 
nave shown them selves by the intro­ 
duction of the automobile on the is­ 
land.and a trial trip from San Juan to 
Ponce over the m ilitary road was made 
in six hours and a half. 
It is to be 
hoped 
that 
a 
regular auto service 
may 
be 
inaugurated 
in 
the 
near 
future; 
it 
would 
be 
a 
great thing for the business interests 
of the two cities, but no tourist snould 
go th at way as the rapid pace would 
not perm it a proper enjoyment of the 
great beauties that nature has in store 
on this delightful trip. 


The City of Ponce. 


Ponce claims with its suburbs to be 
the largest city in Puerto Rico and 
if this is not true now, it soon will 
be, for its location is such that it has 
ample room to grow 
and 
expand, 
which- is not the case of San Juan, 
owing to its situation on an island. 
Ponce is situated back from the har­ 
bor ajiout two*and a half miles, which 
distanced will soon be spanned by an 
Amefiqj^n trolley line. 
The city pos- 


s p s s o s onp thing to gladden thp heart 
ot the tourist and that is a fairly good 
hotel. 
It, is decidedly the best one on 
the 
island 
and 
it 
is 
an 
oasis 
in a dreary waste of the poorest lot 
of hotels that one can well imagine. 


Everybody who lives in Ponce likes 
it, at lea*t they claim to like it. and 
it must be confessed that in the three 
days that were spent there we grew' 
to like it too. 
The people of Ponce 
were pro-American in their sympatnies 
during the war and doubuess would 
have remained so, but for ;he unfor­ 
tunate and disgraceful behavior of 
sonic of our volunteer 
troops 
and 
camp followers— notably the latter— 
Who rioted in the streets and commit- 
tcu all sorts of outrages during the 


morning and return in thp afternoon 
and gives ample time to see thp little 
town of Yauco. which is the center of 
a rich coffee district, and then take 
the drive to Guanica, and see the 
beautiful little bay. 


As New Year day was one of those 
that we spent in Ponce this was our 
opportunity and we were not long in 
making up a party to take the trip. 


An E xcursion to Guanica. 


The railroad ride was very pretty, 
tno scenery was fine and the frightful 
speed of lo miles an hour was not too 
great for us to enjoy the scenery and 
the wealth of 
tropical 
foliage 
tnat 
greeted the eye on every hand. 
Upon 
arriving in Yauco we proceeded to the 
residence of a Puerto Rican gentle-

war period. 
This produced a revul­ 
sion of feeling and until recently the 
Ponceno has not been very frienmy 
to us. 
Now, however, they are get­ 
ting over it and the excellent behavior 
of the regular troops stationed there 
under the command of the gemial 
Major Mansfield, is rapidly dispelling 
the prejudice against us. 
Ponce will 
soon lose Major Mansfield as he has 
recently received promotion to a lieu- 
tpnant-colonelcy in a regiment 
sta­ 
tioned in the Philippines. 


Ponep has always been progressive 
and aggressive,, and it has always 
claimed to bp the brains of Puerto 
Riro! while it adds. ",San Juan is its 
stomach." 
From this it may be in­ 
ferred that there is not much love 
lost between the two principal cities 
of the island, which inference will be 
about correct. 


The harbor of Ponce is fairly good, 
though-it is poorly protected from the 
south, and it enjoys a finp trade in 
shipping and as a distributing point 
lor the rich sugar and coffee lands in 
its vicinity. 
The best view oi the 
town and surrounding country may 
he had from the roof of the military 
hospital, a model institution 
by the. 
way. under the rare of Dr. Bailey K. 
Ashford, as courteous and efficient an 
army surgeon as the department can 
boast of.

Perhaps thp most crying need of 
Puerto Rico is in transportation facil­ 
ities. With the exception of the famous 
military 
road 
previously 
described, 
there arp fpw facilities for intra-island 
communication. 
Some years 
ago 
a 
French company obtained a concession 
for the construction of a railroad, en­ 
tirely encircling the island. 
Three or 
four sections of this road have been 
built, but there are great gaps be­ 
tween them and the road is really of 
little use to the tourist. 
American 
trolley lines are now in successful 
operation in San Juan and its suburbs 
and in a few months the one connect­ 
ing Ponce with its port will be com­ 
pleted. 
If one could look ahead 10 
years 1 believe one might see a splen­ 
did system of electric roads reaching 
to every part of the island, and trans­ 
porting passengers and freight in a 
manner that now is unheard of. 


That Puerto 
Rico 
is 
especially 
adapted to this mode of locomotion 
is evidenced to the veriest tyro in 


man to whom we had a letter ■>; intro­ 
duction. 
After a pleasant call at his 
house, which he assured us was ours, 
he procured for us the desired team 
and we started gayly off on the road 
to Guanica. 
Our gayety did not con­ 
tinue for long however, for we no 
sooner got outside of the town than 
we reached the most horrible section 
of roadway that it has ever been our 
misfortune to travel over and with 
only occasional intervals of level road 
this continued most of the way to

Op, thn ^vay wr> rivovn 
through the va.st sugar plantation at 
Guanica. 
This is one of the new 
American enterprises and it is said 
to represent an outlay of several mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
In some directions 
the waving cane could lie seen as far 
as the eye could reach and thp build­ 
ings all looked new and up-to-date. 


The first sight of the beautiful lit­ 
tle bay of Guanica was cnougn to re­ 
pay us for our troubles in reaching 
there. It was hard to realize, however, 
that only a few years ago the now 
quiet, peaceful waters were crowded 
by huge transports teeming with boys 
in blue and all eager for the fray that 
they expected was before them. 


That was a sight to thrill the senses 
with emotion; 
but how much bet­ 
ter the calm, almost somnolent aspect 
of today! 
It is not thrilling, to be 
sure, but it is peace. 


The harbor, though small, is a per­ 
fect one and the w ater is so deep tnat 
in some places the huge transports 
ran close up to the banks and the men 
went ashore on gang planks. 


Returning to Yauco %e lunched there 
at the funny little hotel and reached 
Ponce again late in the afternoon after 
a very interesting day. 


About the Climate. 


As the climate of all places is of 
considerable interest to intended visi­ 
tors a few words relating to this feat­ 
ure of Puerto Rico may not be out of 
place.

VIt SE V ER A L YEARS certain of the Denver papers have devoted their energy ami space to the advocacy 
ol the doctrine that unless this or that political party held the reins of power in Colorado we could not 
expect 1o have prosperity in the state. 
We have regretted the motive which impelled some ol'the leading 
Republican journals to siato and reiterate and state again their convictions that NEVER. NEVER would 
we lut\e prosperous times in Colorado until the state Republican party was reinstated in power, however venal, 
com ipi or unworthy the leadership, policy and local doctrines of that party might be. 


It. was. such unadulterated rot that no sensible, person could be expected to take any notice of it as a cam ­ 
paign or political argum ent. 


We have had even less patience with the fusion papers, under the leadership of the Rocky .Mountain News, 
which never tn e in attributing every blessing which befalls the state to the wisdom and doings of the local 
lusion forces. 


T here is no sense in any of these claims, and they but disgust the people. 
The real facts are th a t Colorado is in its infancy in every industrial way. and we have only seratchcd over 
the surface ol the hidden treasures of our m ountains and plains. 


Politics cuts little figure in the development of these resources, e x c e p t in so far as such development is 
retarded by the silly twaddle of the putcl.v political papers about this or that party bvincing prosperity to flic 
state. 


T he power of suggestion is quite as strong in t h e s e m atters as in anj other, and these political papers have 
kept t h e people of our state in the slough of despondency for several years by their calamity howling tactics. 


So far as the real industrial interests of the state are concerned, it makes not the slightest difference, 
w h at local party is in power so long as the officials are honest. intelligent and fearless in the discharge of their 
official duties, for the people of the state will force w hatever party is in power to give them needed legislation 
and proper adm inistration of the law. or they will sum m arily turn them out. 


The idea that ju s t taxation laws, progressive governmental measures, the proper recognition of the dig­ 
nity of labor, will drive capital away from the state, is worthy only of cheap political demagogues upon the 
stum p, and is not at all becom ing to g reat and powerful newspapers. 
Capital will always seek investment in those 
com m unities which have sense and courage enough to protect their own interests, and which are firm enough 
in m eting out justice to compel every person and every interest to equally bear the burdens of government. 


And capital will studiously avoid those states where favoritism is to be purchased for a price, and where 
g rafting and grafters are a t a premium. 


F or th e p ast two years the Gazette has studiously, persistently ami courageously presented these views to its 
readers. 


In season and out of season, the Gazette has. at heavy expense to itself, taken up every industry ol the 
entire state and presented its claims to the investors of the world, and the Gazette reaches more of such investors 
than all other n ew spapers of the state combined. 


F o r the general im provem ent in the industrial conditions of Colorado the Gazette take-, to itself its due 
meed of credit, and for the abandonm ent hv the Denver press u o a i onoi.ieraM. extent * of the falla'’’«'!« d o c ­ 
trine th a t politics and not sense controls our pro.-peniy. the Gazette has earned and deserves the gratitude of the 
people of the entire state, and particularly of the people of Denver. 


T h e Gazette is the one paper in Colorado that stands for the entire state, and for all of its industries and 
enterprises. 


But we are pleased beyond measure at the symptoms lately manifested in the Denver papers of an effort 
to stop trying to send each other to the penitentiary, and to abandon their policy of claiming that local politics 
is th e guardian angel of Colorado's prosperity, and to join in the movement of building up and developing the 
state which has so long been advocated by the Gazett'e and other outside newspapers. 


The editorial printed below from Friday's Denver Republican indicates a budding desire on the part of the 
Denver papers to br^ak away from their time-honored and hoary personal squabbles and to occasionally present 
the facts about the growth and wealth of the state. 


This is particularly gratifying iu view of the fact that the Republican has long been one of the political 
papers which has persistently claimed that no genuine prosperity could come to the state unless this or that 
political party, controlled by this or that particular clique, was placed in control of the government of the state. 
The editorial of the Republican is as follows: 


T H E DAY OF GREAT THINGS. 


Never before in the history of Colorado were so many great undertakings m progress and enter­ 
prises in contemplation in this state. 
It is a day of great things, involving the investment of millions 
of money, the employment of thousands of men and the development upon an extensive scale of the 
varied resources of both mountains and plains. 


The Colorado Fuel & Iron company is investing some ten or twelve million dollars in improve­ 
ments of an cAU.-nr.uc « hdiactcr which whcr. eomp!nT,’d will maVe it« plant one of the largest and 
most complete in the United States. 
It has grown from a feeble and struggling enterprise to be one 
of the great factors in Colorado's growth and development, so that it is in the opinion of well-in­ 
formed men the greatest corporation in the state, not excepting any of the large railroad companies. 


An industry of a very different kind but of vast importance in its relation to the future of Colo­ 
rado is the erection of sugar factories and the m anufacture of beet sugar. 
Already millions of dollars 
have been invested in this way and in the next few jo ars many more factories will be built. 
The 
development of this industry is advancing in so m any different places that it looks almost like a con­ 
certed movement, although as a m atter of fact some five or six different syndicates are represented. 
In the course of a few years the m anufacture of beet sugar will have given a new aspect to Colorado 
industrially considered, and it is highly probable that this state will be recognized as the leading sugar 
producer in the union. 


In much the same way the oil resources are undergoing development. 
In nearly a dozen different 
localities oil wells are sinking and in this way an enormous am ount of money is being invested. 
It 
does not as yet represent as large an investm ent of capital as the sugar industry or the improvements 
of the Colorado Find <& Iron company, but it may be of even greater importance to the state and its 
industrial development. 
The discovery of extensive deposits of good oil in Colorado would mean more 
than the discovery of another Cripple Creek, and then the investm ent of capital would go far beyond 
th at in either of the other two enterprises mentioned. 


On a large scale the mines of the San Juan are being developed, and this applies particularly to 
those of San .Ilian county immediately around Silverton. 
Men who are informed on the subject 
know what is going 011 in that locality, but the general public is hardly aware of the fact that Silver­ 
ton is the center of what is rapidly becoming one of the great gold-mining districts of the world. 
The 
changes in progress there amount almost to a revolution, and the character of the formation gives as­ 
surance that the district will be one of long life and production. 


Among prospec tive enterprises none outranks th e construction of the great railroad across Middle 
Park into northwestern Colorado and thence to Salt Lake City. In the event that this road is built, it 
will be of almost inestimable value to the state as a whole and particularly to the localities immediate!} 
tributary to it. 
To Denver it will mean the assurance of its continued growth and prosperity and its 
situation on one of the gieat trunk lines connecting the Pacific coast with the central west, 
ft will 
be followed by the development of the vast natural resources of a part of the state which is now 
isolated and cut off from close communication with the rem ainder of the country. 


Considered together these different enterprises and undertakings involve what is little short of 
an industrial upheaval for the state. 
When carried to their proper limits they will make Colorado a 
very different commonwealth from what it is now. 
The achievem ents of the past will then loo 1c 
small, and the foundations will be laid for the m aintenance of a population twice and it may be three 
times as great as th at of today. 


THE PATRICK CASE. 


A 


LBERT T. PATRICK was yesterday convicted by 
a New York jury of m urder in the first degree 
for taking the life of William M. Rice, an aged 
millionaire of New York city. 


P atrick was charged with having conspired with the 
valet of Rice, a man by the nam e of Jones, to take the 
old m an's life so th a t Patrick might come, into possession 
of the m ajor portion of the estate which is reckoned to 
be worth between three and four millions. 


Upon the death of Rice a will was produced which left 
Patrick- the bulk of his estate. 
The prosecution claimed 
that Patrick forged this will, as well as various other 
documents. Including checks for large sums of money. 


Jones bec ame a witness for the state, and testified that 
he killed Rice by placing a towel saturated with chloro­ 
form over his face, and that P atrick inspired and directed 
the commission of the crime. 


Jones testitied that he applied a cone-shaped towel 
to the old man's face, and that after leaving it there for a 
short while, he ignited it and threw it into the grate where 
it was soon reduced to ashes. 


At the* test m ade in court with the same kind of towel 
which Jones described it was found impossible to burn 
the towel longer than from two 1 0 eight minutes when 
the flame subsided and went out. leaving the most of 
the towel unburned. 


“ Jones' testim ony was flatly and clearly contradicted 
upon this point. 
Several of ihc It aUlng physicians of 
New York city, as well as the attending physician, testi­ 
fied that Rice died a natural death from natural causes 
and not from chloroform poisoning. 


From the uew spaper accounts of the trial, which of 
»ecessity were incomplete, there did not appear to be 
sufficient evidence to w arran t a conviction. 
But on the 
other h a t d 
m u st be borne in mind that 12 good citizens 


acting under oath do not inconsiderately render a verdict 
for m urder where the death penalty follows. 


They have the opportunity of s e e in g and hearing each 
witness, and often the dem eanor of a witness upon the 
stand is more convincing than what lie says. 


The prosecution produced much evidence upon the 
question of motive, but there was quite as much produced 
by the defense to show th at heirs of the dead millionaire 
were deeply interested in depriving Patrick of the be­ 
quests of the will, and that such heirs did not hesitate 
about the m ethods which they used to convict him of 
m urder and to prove him a forger. 


Much money was undoubtedly used by the heirs in 
the preparation of the case against Patrick. 
It is al­ 
leged by some of Patrick's relatives that these heirs at 
one time agreed to let the case drop if they were paid a 
total of $250,000 from the estate. 


Be that as it may, it was quite evident early in the 
trial that other interests were being served in the prose­ 
cution of Patrick than the- vindication of the law and the 
preservation 
of 
the 
dignity 
and 
peace 
of 
the 
commonwealth of New York, and such interests were so 
obtrusive as to have caused a cautious judge to try the 
case with extraordinary care. 


Not so with R ecorder Goff. 
He is temperamentally 
a public prosecutor. 


He is honest, beyond doubt, but he cannot keep the 
judicial tem per during a m urder trial, and most of his 
rulings partake too much of the spirit of a state's at­ 
torney. 


He has been ol'tenc-r reversed by the court of appeals 
in im portant criminal cases during his term of service 
than any other New York judge. 


In the Molineaux trial he perm itted the most extreme 
and illegal conduct upon the part of the district attorney, 
both in the examination: of w itnesses and in addressing 
the jury. 


The appellate court most promptly reversed the verdict 


in th a t case, and it is said its first w ritten opinion, which 
was afterw ards suppressed, severely censured the record­ 
er for his partisan conduct during th e trial. 


A ssistant District Attorney Osborne is a most aggres­ 
sive prosecutor, and he presses to the limit, and often 
far beyond, his rights, privileges and prerogatives as a 
s tate’s attorney. 


Osborne believes that every person 
charged 
with 
crime is guilty, and in nine cases out of 10 his belief is 
correct. 
Acting upon that presumption he often loses 
sight of th e humane and just provision of the law which 
requires a court and jury to consider every person ar­ 
raigned for crime as innocent until th e contrary is estab­ 
lished beyond a reasonable doubt. 


Osborne charges at a defendant very much as a trooper 
goes after a uniformed enemy, evidently forgetting for 
the m om ent that the badge of infamy does not rest upon 
the defendant's brow until placed there by the verdict 
of a jury of his peers. 


Unless the law of New York state and the practice of 
New York city are vastly different from those of the bal­ 
ance of the English speaking world, the verdict against 
Patrick will not be permitted to stand. 


Not th a t Patrick may not be guilty. 
But under the rules of evidence much testimony was 
admitted which was clearly illegal. 


The worst thing against Patrick and the 0110 which 
probably counted most strongly with the jury was the 
fact that he failed to take the stand in his own defense. 


He had a perfect right not to testify, and the jury was 
instructed that they could infer nothing of his guilt or 
innocence from that fact, but human nature is stronger 
than the court's instructions, and willy nilly. juries al­ 
ways IN FE R when a defendant in an important criminal 
case does not testify in his own behalf, and their infer­ 
ence is almost universally against the accused. 


They reason that if a defendant is innocent he need 
not fear the most rigid or scathing cross-examination, 
and the fact he does not submit himself for examination 
is evidence per sc of his guilt. 


That was the fatal mistake made by the defense in 
the Molineaux case, and it appears to have been the 
fatal m istake made by the defense in the Patrick case. 


In the meantim e Valet Jones is living in high feather 
at a first-class New York boarding house, not even under 
indictm ent for murder, although he flippantly recites the 
revolting details of a heinous crime, which he asserts he 
alone committed. a!ihr,ugh he says bo was directed to 
do so by Patrick. 


With the mercenary interest of outside persons in 
the result of this trial, it seems like a judicial outrage 
that Jones’ testimony should have been received at all at 
tne trial, and it certainly is a public outrage th a t he is 
not incarcerated at least for the crime which he says he 
committed. 


The treatm en t of Jones, his undoubted promise of im­ 
munity from prosecution, his bravado, all tend to the con­ 
viction that private and not public purposes inspired the 
prosecution of Patrick. 


It is a condition of affairs in the district attorney's of­ 
fice of New York city which should be thoroughly looked 
into by the new' reform occupant of that powerful and 
exalted position. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 


T 


HE 
CONGRESSIONAL 
elections 
will 
be 
held 
throughout the United States next November, and 
they will be of even more than ordinary interest. 
The congressional elections th a t come a t the m id­ 
dle of the presidential term usually are taken advantage 
of to express w hatever dissatisfaction exists with the 
administration. It has frequently happened that the party 
in power at such a time has been put in a minority in 
congress while retaining possession of the presidency and 
the senate, even though it again receives the indorse­ 
ment of the people a t the next congressional election. 
The congressional elections of 1902 will, therefore, be 
watched by the politicians for evidences of Republican 
dissatisfaction, but even if the Dem ocrats should succeed 
in electing a majority of the congressmen at th a t time, 
it would by no m eans follow th a t they were assured of 
success in the presidential election of 1904. 


The election next November will be under the new 
apportionment, which increases the m em bership of the 
house ffom 356 to 386. 
Ten of the 30 additional m em bers 
will come from the southern and border states, while 20 
of them will come from the north and the west. 
In many 
of the states redistricting bills have been adopted, arra n g ­ 
ing the congressional districts in such a way as to give 
the party in power the advantage. 
In general, therefore, 
it may be said that the increase in congressional m em ber­ 
ship is an advantage to the Republican party, and adds to 
the chances of its success in the coming election. 


In Colorado the legislature at its regular session failed 
to pass any reapportionm ent bill. 
U nder the new United 
States law. Colorado will be entitled to three representa­ 
tives in congress instead of the two to which we have 
become accustomed. 
But as there are only two districts 
in the state, it will be necessary to choose one congiess- 
man-at-large. who will be elected by the voters of all the 
state. 
Undoubtedly the action of the Democratic- m a­ 
jority was a partisan one. The legislature was not willing 
to make three districts because it seemed likely that if 
they did so the Republicans would be pretty apt to elect 
one congressm an and would have a good chance Oi elect­ 
ing two of them. 
By leaving the state in two districts and 
letting the third congressm an be elected from the state at 
large, the Democrats have made it possible for the Re­ 
publicans to get all three of the congressmen and leave 
the Democracy w ithout any representative. 
T he Repub­ 
licans also have a much better chance of electing two 
congressm en than they would have had if the state had 
been divided into congressional districts by a Democratic 


legislature. 


The m anagers of the national Democratic party are 
making their usual extravagant claims. 
They arc looking 
to the east, the west and the middle states for gains. They 
talk of winning districts in New York, New Jersey, Con­ 
necticut. Massachusetts. Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Oregon. If any dependence cauld he placed on w'hat they 
say. the probabilities for their success would appear to 


be very good. 


But there is no evidence to indicate that there is any 
c o n s id e ra b le am ount of dissatisfaction with th e present 
adm inistration, or the acts of the Republican paity -in 
congress. 
On the contrary, the national goveinm ent 
seems to be running with unusual smoothness. 
The 
country as a whole is prosperous, the people are satisfied, 


and the m ajority party in congress seems to be doing its 
work in a wholly reasonable and sensible manner. 


The Republicans have the advantage of being already 
in control of the national affairs. 
There is no appaient 
reason why the people should wish to change the m an­ 
agem ent at the p resent time. 
T he Republicans have the 
further advantage of the new' reapportionm ent bill, and 
thus far there seem s to be every reason to predict a 
Republican victory in the next congressional elections. 
If this Is secured, it will go a long ways towards helping 


a Republican victory in 1904. 


PROFESSOR CHAUVENET’S RESIG­ 
NATION. 


T 


H E resignation of Professor 
Regis Chauvenet, 
.. president of the S tate School of Mines, leaves a 
gap in the educational circles of the state which 
it would be h ard to fill. 


The controversies th a t have 
raged over the recent 
troubles in that school have for the most p art concerned 
secondary matters, and the real cause of the trouble has 
been generally overlooked. 
W e have heard a g reat deal 
about the insubordination of the scholars. 
Professor 
C hauvenet’s educational m ethods have been som ew hat 
criticised. 
Politics has crept into the affair, as politics al­ 
ways does whenever it gets a chance. 
The governor of 
the state has been censured because he has taken part 
in the controversy. 


The real cause of the whole difficulty has b w n the 
lack of sufficient accom m odations for the students. 
The 
freshman class, num bering 125, and som etim es more, wus 
admitted with the implied promise th a t faithful and hon­ 
est effort on the part of th e students, coupled with a fair 
measure of intellectual ability, would secure for them 
an education along the lines selected by them for their 
life work, upon complying with the reasonable regula­ 
tions of the school. 


This promise it was impossible for the school authori­ 
ties to keep. 
There w'ere not acom m odations for a sec­ 
ond year's class of one-third of the num ber of students 
fully qualified to pursue the 
work. 
T he 
task of the 
president and faculty was to sort out from the first year's 
class of over a hundred, not more than 30 students to pur­ 
sue the second year's work. 


U nder such circum stances any kind of an excuse was 
good enough to secure the dismissal of the student. The 
least trivial breach of discipline, the slightest failure 
in recitation, the unavoidable absences or anything -:lse 
th a t could be seized upon as an excuse was used to m ake 
the task of the faculty easier, and yet writh all these ex­ 
cuses made available, there still remain cases of flagrant 
injustice in which the student was forced to leave the 
school, simply because th ere was not room for him there, 
and for no other reason. 


Such a condition of affairs continued through a num ­ 
ber of years, and well understood by the faculty, grad­ 
uates, students and all interested in the school could not 
well fail to bring demoralization and serious trouble. The 
blame for it docs net rest with the students who have 
finally reached the point of protesting against conditions 
manifestly unjust to them. 
It does not lie with the 
president and faculty, who have been doing all they could 
to carry on the work of the school under m ost unfavorable 
and unsatisfactory circumstances. 
It does not rest even 
with the board of trustees appointed by the governors, 
whom we believe to be loyal to the interests of the school 
and ready to do w hatever could be done to promote its 
interests. 
The fault lies partly with the system which 
is a wrong one and has been repeatedly denounce.1 in 
the columns of Colorado newspapers, and in part with 
those responsible for the general demoralization of the 
finances of the state, which has left not only this institu­ 
tion, but others with an income totally insufficient to 
carry on its proper work. 


President Chauvenet has brought the Colorado State 
School of Mines to a high state of efficiency. 
He has 
established its reputation am ong the leading technie.il 
schools of the ^United States. 
He has done all th a t could 
be done by any one to m ake it a success, and he now' re­ 
linquishes the task, simply because no living ’feuman be­ 
ing could m ake a first-class mining school of it under the 
conditions that have been imposed upon it by the state 
legislature. 


It is useless to hunt for any one to take Dr. Chatt- 
venet's place. 
Men m ay be found ready to draw the 
salary and to give their tim e in exchange for it, but the 
man who can build up the State School of Mines and 
m ake a successful school of it when not more than 30 out. 
of a total of 125 first-class students are perm itted *.n go 
on w ith the work of the second year, does not exist. 


It does seem a pity th a t a school possessing so many 
of the elem ents of success, a school for which so much 
has been sacrificed and done, a school which is so pecu­ 
liarly adapted to the needs and conditions of the people 
of this state, should be ruined because of a fault in 'he 
system upon which it is conducted, and it is to be hoped 
th a t in the near future the system may be reformed. W hen 
that is done, it will not be a hopeless task to build up a 
first-class technical school in Golden, and to make it a 
credit and honor to the state.

buntings: 
wagon loads of date palms, 
fan palms, pepper boughs, eypiess and 
mountain 
laurel, 
busy 
hundreds of 
workmen jn decking the city, which in 
Its gala dress presents a scene unique 
and almost oriental in color effect. 


“The 
object 
of L a Fiesta 
de 
los 
Flores (which means simply "feast of 
flowers”) is to depict in a living pic­ 
ture or spectacular pageant something 
specific and typical: something which 
shall reflect the poetic side 
of 
the 
great southwest and Pacific coast and 
which shall in no way be a copy of 
the New Orleans Mardi Gras, nor of 
any other flower fete under the sun. 


"The people of Los Angeles have also 
elected that this shall be a time of 
m errym aking 
and 
innocent 
revelry, 
th a t the world, which is at this season 
here represented, may learn from the 
happy-hearted children of the 
south 
that Americans once a year —at least 
in one corner of this great country, 
know how to enjoy themselves 
amid 
flowers and under gunny skies in th? 
light, inconsequent fashion of a less 
intense people. 


"The first Fiesta 
was held in 
185)4. 
and in that as in those immediately 
following the central idea was the ro­ 
mance and history of the southwest — 
the Incas, Aztecs, Pueblos, California 
missions, touches of Spanish and Mex­ 
ican life; and to this was added the 
magnificent 
parade 
of 
Chinamen 
trapped out in barbaric splendor and 
an indescribable wealth of floral dec­ 
oration. 


"Thursday, May i, the opening day, 
the Elks, who have a large member­ 
ship in Southern California, will p a r­ 
ade 
en 
masque, 
and their costumes 
will tax the ingenuity of those skilled 
in producing the fantastic and gro­ 
tesque. 
This amusing exhibition will 
be one of the first entertainments of­ 
fered the visiting club women. 
The 
floral 
pageant will be given 
Friday 
morning and will include the Chinese 
entry as well which is scarcely second 
in interest to the floral display itself. 


"It is not only the speetaclg, afforded 
the eye in hundreds of flower-decked 
conveyance, from an English drag to 
a 
two-wheeled 
burro 
cart. 
which 
amazes, but the reflection that every 
one of the millions of blossoms used 
in lavish ornamentation is fresh from 
garden or field. 
Nowhere, even as a 
background, is the paper substitute al­ 
lowed a place.

of La Fiesta and could not be pro­ 
duced elsew’here than on the Pacific; 
coast. 
The Chinese residents of Los 
Angeles enter into the spirit of the 
affair with an enthusiasm which ren­ 
ders their display a rival in splendor 
to their grandest ceremonials.

I cannot refrain from an allusion to 
my former letters 
about 
Elkton, 
in 
which it w as pointed out that the price 
of that stock w as precarious and likely 
to be very much lower. 
I was ridiculed 
so much at the time that I remember 
now to say to my critics in this day of 
their tribulation, "I told you so." 


Thereis nothing that will so quickly 
depress a m ining stock as to pay u n ­ 
earned dividends, and that is what E lk ­ 
ton seem s to have been doing. 
At the 
very time when the 
dividend 
should 
have been decreased or suspended a l­ 
together, the 
directors 
increased 
the 
rate. 
This occurred in the face of enor­ 
m ous expenditure ahead to handle the 
water, then not completely mastered, 
with diminishing reserves, and m any 
other troubles. 
It seem s to have been 
oxtrerneiv 
to inereaso t^o divi­ 


dend at that time and the stock is now 
reaping w hat-th e directors of the com ­ 
pany then sowed. 
The mine seem s to 
h ave an honest m anagem ent but an e x ­ 
travagant one, and the public is much 
concerned as to the future, both on a c ­ 
count of the particular stock, and be­ 
cause of the undoubted influence that it 
has over the remainder of the Colorado 
Springs m ining stock market. 


It is a time for heroic measures and 
the directors of the Elkton company will 
be called on to prune aw a y the suckers 
that are sapping the sap. A great m any 
conservative people believe that the div­ 
idend ought to be suspended until the 
mine has put its shaft down to 1,000 
feet and opened the ore there and at in­ 
termediate points, but 
no 
doubt 
the 
m anagem ent fears that the suspension 
of dividends for a time would knock 
the price of the stock to a very low 
figure. 
I think that nothing would so 
quickly arrest the present decline as an 
evidence of a disposition to look farther 
into the future than the mine directors 
have been looking for a long time. 
I 
believe that if the dividend were s u s ­ 
pended at once and vigorous develop­ 
ment work inaugurated, that the stock 
would strengthen immediately. B ut even 
if it did not, the directors seem to have 
arrived at the place where they m u st 
leave out of consideration altogether 
probable effects of their actions on a 
very fickle stock market, and proceed 
solely with an eye to the welfare of the 
mine and its future development.

policy has been very successful in the 
m anagem ent of the Portland, where lit­ 
tle attention has ever been paid to the

There is no getting a w a y from the 
fact that the Elkton is a nich and very 
valuable mine.

The old-timer with all the 
withering condescension of experience 
toward a tenderfoot, directed them to 
proceed to the nearest hill-top, to look 
for a tree on the right hand side and at 
25 paces beyond to begin digging. 
The 
Irishmen followed instructions 
with a 
faith which passeth understanding, and 
next day sold their mine for $80,000. 


This sort of procedure, it is true, is 
gone forever. 
In the language of Le 
Conte the era of mind has succeeded 
the bygone epochs. 
Outcrops are today 
a matter of history 
only. 
But 
the 
brains which are figuring on such prob­ 
lems as the profitable handling of the 
hitherto discarded zinc are a surer, as 
they are a higher guarantee of ultimate 
success than was the stum bling across 
an occasional outcrop. 
A review of the 
men who have been recite i in these 
columns for a week past as am ong those 
that are working at the zinc problem is 
as much encouragement fur the future 
as could be asked. 


An eminent mining engineer has re­ 
cently remarked, in conservative strain, 
that while he looks for good mines to 
be still discovered in this county, yet 
it must be admitted that the outlying 
districts do not give the promise that 
Leadville proper gave.

servation is doubtless judicious it yet 
will not do to neglect

A T DONOVAN RANCH. 


John A. Hiniebaugh, Joseph B. Don- 
avan end W illiam G. Shapcott, who 
are the incorporators of the Colorado 
Standard Oil & Fuel company, have

there is only a siding, a water .tank 
and a coal shed, the train was stalled, 
The engineer thought ho could run 
the engine back'to Williston and get 
aid and taking the conductor with mm 
started on the trip. The lone engine 
was stuck in a drift in a cut a short 
distance from the town and had to be 
abandoned.

miners are out and set off these blasts. 
The miners qnit work at 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. It takes them about 45 
minutes to get out of the mine. The 
two "flre men" today who are supposed 
to have nausea the explosion were 
Lark Hunter and John Harney. They 
shot the blasts about 4:45 o'clock, be- 
fore all the miners could get out of the 
mine. 


It is supposed that one of the fuses 


was defective and resulted in what is 
known as a "blow blast." The flame 
shooting out from the blast ignited 
the gas which in turn ignited the ac- 
cumulation of dry coal dust In the 
mine. 
The explosion that followed 


was terrific. The flames shot out ftf 
the mouth of the mine and the shock 
completely wrecked the shed at the 
mine entrance. Three men were killed 
while standing outside the mine and 
two were seriously and one fatally in- 
jured. 


This mine 1ms been the scene of 


two serious explosions in the past. In 
1889 four men were killed and eight 
Seriously Injured by an explosion of 
gas. 


December 20, 1895, an explosion of 


mine dust occurred in which 28 lives 
were lost. 
This was caused by a 


miner carrying an open lamp contrary 
to regulations.

The force of the explosion in^tbe 


Nelson mine today was terrible. Bodies 
were literally mangled and torn to 
pieces. 


The company states that there were 


but 75 men at work in the mine today. 
Most, of them were out of the mine 
when the explosion occurred. 


Reports from Dayton at midnight 


show that 11 dead bodies have been, 
taken from the Nelson mine. The com- 
pany says there are but eight more in 
the mine. Miners say there are 12 to 
15 more. 
Rescuing parties are at 


work, but at a late hour tonight struck 
a heavy fall 'of slate that will delay 
them for a day or two.

Washington, D. C., March 31.—Sen- 


ator Patterson today introduced bills 
granting pension to John Alcorn, of 
Greeley, and increased pension to H.

and Augustus C. Paul, of Virginia, and 
a bill granting honorable discharge to 
Andrew Heradon of Denver. 


A favorable report from the commit- 


tee on public lands-was today sub- 
mitted by Representative Shafroth on 
Judge Bell's bill providing for the ex- 
tension of the homestead act to lands 
in the opened Ute reservation. .The 
report recites that the measure is 
simply carrying out the declaration of 
the government to provide free homes 
for settlers who are willing to live 
five years on public land and develop 
the, resources thereof. The Ute reser- 
vation was opened in 1880 under pVo- 
vUJpna requiring cash payments from 
settlers at the rate per acre paid to 
ihe'Inrtians by the government. Under 
this- bill lands of opened Indian reser- 
vations arc offered to settlers under 
provisions of the homestead act. The 
Vep'ort contends that the free-homes act 
passed in 1890 under which land in 
certain reservations may be entered 
by 9ettlers under the homestead act 
should be extended to include the Ute 
reservation in Colorado.

Florence, March 29.—Destruction by 


flre for the second time within two 
months was the fate of the still house 
in the Florence Oil company's refinery 
In the east part of town, shortly after 
2 o'clock this afternoon.

sprung a leak and the oil flowed ID 
large quantities into the flre under' 
neath. There are three stills in th< 
building, each filled with 500 barrels 
of crude oil, and the intense heat 
threatened an explosion at any time, 
and the firemen were fearful of'this, 
but they proved fire-fighting heroes 
and the flames were subdued after 40 
minutes of hard fighting. ID the yards 
were several railroad tank cars loaded 
with refined oil ready for shipment, 
and these were in immediate danger. 
Agent Metzel of the Rio Grande at 
once ordered a switch, engine sent to 
tee scene, and within 15 minutes the 
cars were taken out of reach of tha 
flames. As soon as the burning tim- 
bers were cold, workmen at once be. 
gan tearing down that part of the 
ruined machinery, but it will be at 
least two weeks before the institution 
will be enabled to work at full ca- 
pacity. A former flre did damage to 
the extent of J3.000.

The prospects of oil are 
there, however, and. in the opinion of 
the writer, the indications ore stronger 
In the Fountain valley than they are 
In any of the othrr fields. Probably 
no section of Colorado, save the Foun- 
tain valley, can show such remarkable 
formations. To the geologist they ap- 
peal for the heaviness which character- 
izes them; to the oil man they appeal 
because of the

The-Fountain oil field, as at present 


constituted, starts 
about' half 
mile 


southwest of the town of Fountain, 
which Is situated 13 miles southeast of 
of Colorado Springs, From this point, 
the field extends 'south and southwest 
clear into pueblo county. The field to- 
day Is probably 15 miles long by six 
or seven miles wide. Properly speak- 
ing, the field starts about 14 miles 
southwest of Fountain and runs north- 
east, east and south from that point. 


The southwest extremity of the field 


Is bounded by a bluff of several miles 
In length. This bluff Is composed al- 
most entirely of limestone'and oil shale. 
The shale Is easily discernible, 
with 


the naked eye for many miles and, In 
this bluff, rises 'probably 20 feet higher 
than the base of the hills. All through 
the district, where the surface forma- 
tion Is broken or where the arroya ap- 
pears, the shale- is disclosed. The 
whole valley is underlaid with shale for 
a depth of probabl'y 2000 feet and per- 
haps deeper. The writer was priv- 
ileged to.enter a canon, known as Sand 
canon and located

The existence of the same formation 
in the' very "tieart 'of the field was 
proved by countless arroyas to gel 
around which, the writer had to trave 
many weary miles. The existence ot 
the oil shale in tremendous quantity 
all over that part of the valley Is be* 
yond dispute. Wherever a well has been 
sunk, the shale has been encountered 
But the shale is not the only Indica- 
tion of oil: :ln that valley. Oil 'rock 
which smells like kerosene and the odoi 
from which is so strong as to be of 
fensive, is to be found in inestimable 


formation the drill entered the shale. 
At 80 feet depth a now of salt water 
was opened up. It will be necessary 
to case this off. This Is taken as a 
first-class indication and the operators 
were highly elated when the water 
was struck. Salt water is a feature of 
the Debeque field and was predicted 
in the Fountain fleld by all experts 
who have gone over the ground. The 
expert who located the present well 
predicted that salt water would be 
found first, coal second and oil third. 
The drillers realize that salt water is 
not oil and they believe they will have 
to go deeper than 1000 feet to get the 
oil.

At some time in the 


past, however, a landslide swept away 
the symmetry of two faces of the pyra- 
mid and brought down the upper steps 
of the great staircase In an almost in- 
distinguishable mass of debris which 
completely burled -the lower stairs, so 
that when Mr. Gordon first visited Co- 
pan'the whole plan of tho stairway was 
entirely obliterated, and the pyramid 
Itself was little more than an overgrown 
mound of earth und broken stones. 
Four entire seasons were required to 


bring something like order out of this 
chaos. From.50 to 100 laborers were at 
one time constantly employed, and the 
fragments which were removed covered 
an acre of ground. Every Important 
fragment was carefully moulded, and 
the moulds shipped to Cambridge In 
order that some day a restoration of 
the whole staircase may be made and 
set up In the Penbody museum. Only 
15 of the 40 or 50-upper steps which went 
down in the .landslide retained in any 
degree their identity or their relative 
positions, however. In-the lower part 
of the stairway, when It was finally un- 
coverert, it was found that only 10 
entire steps, with flv«: others approxi- 
mately complete, remained In position , 
abbve'the lower'and broader one at the 
base.

The stajrway was originally a little 


more than'25'feet wide. ..It was con- 
structed , throughout of the common 
greenish trachyte found' in the neigh- 
boring hills. At the bottom, resting on 
the broad, low step Just spoken of, and 
rjslns level with the top of the fourth 
stair above.

debris of the landslide, and Shattered 
portions of two others have been found 
so that originally there were evidently 
not less than five statues situated at 
regular Intervals up the center of the 
stairway. 'Each Is characterized by thc 
elaborate ornamentation In which the 
prehistoric American artist 
seems to 


have so greatly delighted; each, for ex- 
ample has an. enormous headdress rep- 
resenting the upper, part of the head 
of some animal, while a death'.s head, 
another favorable 
Maya decoration, 


serves as a kind of gorget or breast 
ornament. 
• 


The .stairway was protected on either 


side .by a heavy balustrade decorated 
from top to bottom with two alternat- 
ing symbols, one of which represents a 
conventionalized bird and the other a 
serpent. Like the rest of the structure 
the balustrades were found In shattered 
fragments, but enough is loft to show 
that the birds were pictured in front 
view-and that each was' carved from 
a single stone which projected a foot 
beyond the balustrade and was rounded 
over .at the end; while the serpents 
were in profile, so to speak, and were 
made-of several pieces fitted together. 
The blocks between these two symbols, 
as they were found in the debris of the 
staircase, were entirely plain, but Mr. 
Gordon thinks it-probable that they 
were originally covered with stucco 
which may have been modelled. Only 
one of the bird figures was found in 
position, but pieces-of-no less than 30 
others were picked up.nearby; two of 
MIR serpents, though made in separate 
pieces and thus-more easily scattered, 
were luckily found entire. 


Altogether '27 of ."the hieroglyphic 
stairs have been restored to approxi- 
mate completeness, though many 1 of 
these still lack certain pieces. Except 
for the broad step at the 
bottom all 


were Inscribed with the;hieroglyphs al- 
ready referred to, each glyph 
being 


about nine/inches square. Apparently 
the glyphs were'made to be read from 
left to right on the face of,each step,- 
nnd the Inscription as'a whole seoms 
to have begun at the top of thVft'iIr- 
way and continued regularly to iha base 
Kvery here arici there, however, the 
glyphs were Interrupted by curious life- 
size sculptures of crouching men, 'two 
of which were recovered by Mr. Gor- 
don. . The meaning of these figures is 
hard to understand, for they are-badly 
worn, but they apparently show a man 
seated crosslegged and leaning to the 
right, his extended hand'clutching" the 
sacred fish common to almost all Cen- 
tral American art. In some places, 
rnoteover. the continuity of the Inscrip- 
tion is broken by certain strange fig- 
ures which seem at first to be leclinlnE: 
but on closer examination are seen to 
be actually standing upright. In other 
words, though really upright, they are 
distorted sldewise, like a figure in a 
magic looking1 glass, in order to fit them 
to the face of the steps.

The Military Road. 


The military road is Puerto Rico's 


chef d'ouvre! To come to Puerto Rico 
and not take a trip across the island 
over this famous highway would be 
like gQing to New York and not see- 
ing Broadway and Fifth avenue. A 
competent authority has pronounced 
this road the finest highway in the 
western hemisphere and it may be 
added that after traversing most of 
the famous highways of Europe—while 
some may excel it in feats of en- 
gineering—none can approach it in 
the character of landscape presented 
to view. In its tropical foliage, even 
away up in the mountains, it unfolds 
a panorama that is absolutely unique 


mountain sides enjoying magnificent 
views of fertile hillside and valley, 
enlivened by occasional glimpses of 
the sea. The road was as smooth as 
a floor and wound gracefully around 
.sharp curves and over ridges— at no 
time having a grade that was very 
trying for the animals. It was during 
this drive that we entered the coffee 
and tobacco raising districts of the 
interior and whole mountain sides 
could be seen planted, to the very 
summit with coffee and interspersed 
with banana plants to afford the neces- 
sary shade. Here, too, commenced the 
,mbst tropical, vegetation that we had 
seen and the coffee and bananas and 
the stately royal palms were reinforced 
by the tree ferns and the royal poin- 
clanas- and such fruits as the sour 
sop. • capodilla, mango, 
cheremoya, 


pineapple and breadfruit. Rare ex- 
otics^ that we rear with tender care 
and at great expense in our northern 
greenhouses here grow along the road- 
Eide_ apparently public .property and 
without being cared for at all. This 


sesses one thing to gladden the heart 
of the tourist and that is a fairly good 
hotel.

Everybody who lives in Ponce likes 


it, at least they claim to like it, and 
it must be confessed that in the three 
days that were spent there we grew 
to like it too. The people of Ponce 
were pro-American in their sympatnies 
during the war and doubiiess would 
have remained so, but for the unfor- 
tunate and disgraceful behavior of 
some ot our volunteer troops 
and 


camp followers— notably the latter— 
wiio rioted in the streets and commit- 
tcu all sorts of outrages during the 


morning and return in the afternoon 
and gives ample time to see the little 
town of YaucO, which is the center of 
a rich coffee district, and then take 
the drive to Guanica, and see the 
beautiful little bay.

OR SEVERAL YEARS certain of the Denver papers have devoted their energy and spate to the advocacy 


of the doctrine that unless this or that political party held the reins of power in Colorado we could not 


' expect to 'Have prosperity in the state. We have regretted the motive which impelled some of the leading 


Republican journals to state and reiterate and state again their convictions that NEVER. NEVER would 


we have prosperous times in Colorado until the state Republican party was reinstated in power, however venal, 
corrupt or unworthy the leadership, policy and local doctrines of that party might be. 


It was such unadulterated rot that no sensible person could be expected to take any notice of it as a cam-

kept the people of our state in the slough of despondency for several years by their calamity howling tactics. 


So far as the real industrial interests of the state are concerned, it makes not the slightest difference 


what local party is In power so long as the officials are honest, intelligent and fearless in the discharge of their 
official duties, for the people of the state will force whatever party is in power to give them needed legislation 
and proper administration of the law, or they will summarily turn them out. 


The idea that just taxation laws, progressive governmental measures, the proper recognition of the dig- 


nity of labor, -will drive capital away from the state, is worthy only of cheap political demagogues upon the 
stump, and is not at all becoming to great and powerful newspapers. Capital will always seek investment in those 
communities "which have sense and courage enough to protect their own interests, and which are firm enough 
in meting out justice to compel every person and every interest to equally bear the burdens of government.

But we are pleased beyond measure at the symptoms lately manifested in the Denver papers of an effort 


to stop trying to send each other to the penitentiary, and to abandon 'their policy of claiming that local poetics 
is the guardian angel of Colorado's prosperity, and to join in the movement ot building up and developing the 
state which has so long been advocated by the Gazett'e and other outside newspapers. 


The editorial printed below from Friday's Denver Republican indicates a budding desire on tho part of the 


Denver papers to break away from their time-honored and hoary personal squabbles and to occasionally present 
the facts about the growth and wealth of the state. 


This is particularly gratifying in view of the fact that the Republican has long been. one of the political 


• papers which has persistently claimed that no genuine prosperity could come to the state unless this or that 
. political party, controlled by this or that particular clique, was placed in control of tho government of the state. 


The editorial of the Republican Is as follows: 


THE DAY OF GREAT, THINGS. 


Never before in the history of Colorado were so many great undertakings in progress and enter- 


prises in contemplation in this state. It is a day of great things, involving the investment of millions 
of money, the employment of thousands of men and the development upon an extensive scale ot the 
varied resources of both mountains and plains.

Tho Colorado Fuel & Iron 'company is investing some ten or twelve;, mi|lion; dollars in improve- 


ments of an extensive character which when completed will make its plant one of the largest and 
most complete in the United States. It has grown from a feeble' and struggling enterprise to be one 
of the great .factors In Colorado's growth and development, so that it Is In the opinion of well-in- 
formed m'bti the greatest corporation in the state, not excepting any of the large railroad companies. 


An industry, of a very different kind but of vast importance in its relation to the future of Colo- 


rado is the erection of sugar factories and the manufacture of beet sugar. Already millions of dollars 
have been invested in this way and in the next few years many more factories will be built. Tho 
development of this industry is advancing in so many different places that it looks almost like a con- 
certed movement, although as a matter of fact some five or six different syndicates are represented. 
In the course of a few years the manufacture of beet sugar will have given a new aspect to Colorado 
industrially considered, and it is highly probable that this state will be recognized as the leading sugar 
producer in the union.

In much the same way the oil resources are undergoing development. In nearly a dozen different 


localities oil -wells are sinking and in this way an enormous amount of money is being Invested. It 
. does not as yet represent as large .an investment of capital as the sugar industry or the improvements 
of the Colorado Fuel & Iron company, but it may be of even greater importance to the state and its 
industrial development. The discovery of extensive deposits of good oil in Colorado would mean more 
than the discovery of another Cripple Creek, and then the investment of capital would go far beyond 
that in either of the other two enterprises mentioned. 


On a large scale tho mines of the San Juan are being developed, and this applies particularly to 


those of San Juan county immediately around Silverton. Men who are informed on the subject 
know What is going on in that locality, but the general public is hardly aware- of the fact that Silver- 
ton is the center of what is rapidly becoming^one of the great gold-mining districts ot the world. The 
changes in progress there amount almost to a revolution, and the character of the formation gives as- 
surance 'that the district will be one o£ long life and production. 


Among prospective enterprises none outranks the construction of the great railroad across Middle 


Park into northwestern Colorado and thence to Salt Lake City. In the event that this road is built, it 
will be of almost Inestimable value to the state as a whole and particularly to the localities immediately 
tributary to it. To Denver it will mean the assurance ot its continued growth and prosperity and its 
situation on one of the great trunk lines connecting the Pacific coast with the central west. It will 
be followed by the development of the vast natural resources of a part of the state which is now 
isolated, and cut off from close communication with the remainder of the country. 


Considered together these different enterprises and undertakings involve what is little short of 


an industrial upheaval for the state. When carried to their proper limits they will make Colorado a 
very different commonwealth from what it is now. The achievements of the past will then look 
small, and the foundations will be laid for the maintenance of a. population twice and it may be three

times as great as that of today. 


in that case^ and it is said its first written opinion, which 
was afterwards suppressed, severely censured the record- 
er for his partisan conduct during the trial.

Acting upon that presumption he often loses 


sight of the humane and lust provision of the law which 
requires a court and jury to consider every-person ar- 
raigned for crime as innocent until the contrary Is estab- 
lished beyond a reasonable doubt. 


Osborne charges at a defendant very much as a trooper 


goes after a uniformed enemy, evidently forgetting for 
the moment that the badge of infamy does not rest upon 
the defendant's brow until placed there by the verdict 
of a jury of his peers. 


Unless the law of New York state and the practice of 


New York city are vastly different from those of the bal- 
ance of the English speaking world, the verdict against 
Patrick will not be permitted to stand. _ 


Not that Patrick may not be guilty.' 
But under the rules of evidence much testimony was 


admitted which was clearly illegal. 


The worst thing against Patrick and the one which 


probably counted most strongly with the jury was the 
fact that he failed to take the stand In his own defense. 


He had a perfect right not to testify, and the jury was 


instructed that they could infer nothing of his guilt or 
innocence from that fact, but human nature is stronger 
than the court's -Instructions, and willy nilly, juries al- 
ways INFER when a defendant In an important criminal 
case does not testify in his own behalf, and their Infer- 
ence is almost universally against the accused. 


They reason that if a defendant is innocent ho need 


not fear the most rigid or scathing cross-examination, 
and the fact he does not submit himself for examination 
is evidence per se of his guilt. 


That was .the fatal mistake made by,the defense in 


the Moltneaux case, and It appears to have been the 
fatal mistake made by the defense in the Patrick case. 


In the meantime Valet Jones is living In high feather 


at a first-class New York boarding house, not even under 
indictment for murder, although he flippantly recites the 
revolting details of a heinous crime, which he asserts he 
alone committed, although he says he was directed to 
do so by Patrick. 


With the mercenary interest of outside persons in 


the result of this trial, it seems like a judicial outrage 
that Jones' testimony should have been received at all at 
tne trial, and it certainly is a public outrage that he is 
not Incarcerated at least for the crime which he says he 
committed, 


The treatment of Jones, his undoubted promise of im- 


munity from prosecution, his bravado, all tend to the con- 
viction that private and not public purposes inspired the 
prosecution of Patrick. 


It is a condition of affairs in the'dlstrict attorney's of- 


fice of New York city which should be thoroughly looked 
into by the new reform occupant of that powerful and 
exalted position.

THE PATRICK CASE. 


A 


LBERT T, PATRICK was yesterday convicted by 
a New York jury of murder in the first degree 
for taking the life of William M. Rice, an aged 
millionaire of Now York city. 


Patrick was charged with having conspired with the 


valet of Rice, a man by the name of Jones, to take tho 
old mau'B life so that Patrick might cOmo into possession 
of the major portion of the estate which is reckoned to 
be worth between three and four millions. 


Upon the death of Rice a will was produced which left 


Patrick the bulk of his estate. 
Tho prosecution claimed 


tliat Patrick forged this will, as well as various other 
documents, including checks for large sums of money. 


Jones became a witness for tho state, and testified that 


he killed Rice by placing a towel saturated with chloro- 
form over his face, and that Patrick Inspired and directed 
the commission of the crime. 


Jonea testified that he applied a cone-shaped towel 


to the old man's face, and that after leaving it there for a 
Bbor't while, he ignited it and threw it into the grate where 
it was soon reduced to ashes. 


At tho test mado in court with the same kind of towel 


which Jones described it was found impossible to burn 
the towel longer than from two to eight minutes when 
the flame' subsided 'and went out, leaving the most of 
the towel unburned.- 


"" Jones' testimony was flatly and clearly contradicted 
upon this point. 
Several of the leading physicians of 


New York city, as well as the attending physician, testi- 
fied that Rice died a natural death from natural causes 
and not from chloroform poisoning. 


v 
From 'tho nownpaper accounts of the trial, which of 


weeselty wei<^ incomplete, there did not appear to be 
sufflelent evidence to warrant a convic tion. 
But on the 


otbqr uatd '.t must be borne in mind that 12 good citizens 


acting under oath do not Inconsiderately render a verdict 
for murder where the death penalty follows. 


They have the opportunity of seeing and hearing each 


witness, and often the demeanor ot a witness upon the 
stand is more convincing than what he says. 


The prosecution produced much evidence upon tho 


question of motive, but there was quite as much produced 
by tho defense to show that heirs of the dead millionaire 
wore deeply interested in depriving Patrick of the be- 
quests of the will, and that such heirs did not -hesitate 
about tho methods which they used to convict him of 
murder and to prove him a forger. 


Much money was undoubtedly used by the heirs in 


the preparation of the case against Patrick. 
It is al- 


leged by some ot Patrick's relatives that these heirs at 
one time agreed to let the case drop if they were paid a 
total of $250,000 from the estate. ' 


Bo that as it may. It was quite evident early in the 


trial that other Interests were being served in tho prose- 
cution of Patrick than the vindication of the law and the 
preservation 
of . the 
dignity 
and 
peace 
of the 


commonwealth of New York, and such interests were so 
obtrusive as to have caused a cautious judge to try the 
case with extraordinary care.

THE CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 


HE CONGRESSIONAL elections . will be held 


throughout the United States next November, and 
they will be of even more-than ordinary interest. 
The congressional elections that come at the mid- 


dle of the presidential term usually a're?taken advantage 
of to express whatever dissatisfaction exists with the 
administration. It has frequently hai»n;6.ned that the party 
in power at such a time has been puti in a minority in 
congress while retaining nossesslon of 'thte presidency and 
the senate, even though It again receives the Indorse- 
ment of the people at the next congressional, election. 
The congressional elections of 1902 will, therefore, be 
watched by the politicians for evidences of Republican 
dissatisfaction, but oven if the Democrats should succeed 
in electing a majority of tho-congressmen at that time, 
it would by no means follow that they were assured of 
success In the presidential election of 1904. 


The election next November will be under tho new 


apportionment, which increases the membership of the 
house f$om 356 to 386. Ten of the 30 additional members 
will come from the southern and border states, while 20 
of them will come from the north and the west. In many 
of the states redistrlcting bills have been adopted, arrang- 
ing the congressional districts in such a way as to give 
the party in power the'advantage. In general, therefore, 
it may be said that the increase in congressional member- 
ship is an advantage to the Republican party, and adds to 
the chances of its success in the coming election. 


In Colorado .the legislature at its regular session failed 


to pass any reapportlonment bill. Under the new United 
States law, Colorado will be entitled to three representa- 
tives in congress instead of. the two to which we have 
become accustomed. But as there are only two districts 
In the state, It will be necessary to choose one congress- 
man-at-large, who will be elected by the voters of all the 
state. Undoubtedly the action of the Democratic ma- 
jority was a partisan one. The legislature was not willing 
to make three districts because it,seemed likely that if 
they did so the Republicans would be pretty apt to elect 
one congressman and would have a good chance of elect- 
ing two of them. By leaving the state in two districts and 
letting the third congressman be elected from tho state at 
large, the Democrats have made it possible for the Re- 
publicans to get all three of the congressmen and leave 
the Democracy without any representative. 
The Repub- 


licans also have a much better chance of electing two 
congressmen than they would have had if the state had 
been divided into congressional districts by a Dempcratic 
legislature. .'/. 


The managers of the national Democratic party are 


making their usual extravagant claims. They arc looking 
to the east, tho west and the middle states for gains. They 
talk of winning districts In New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts. Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Oregon. If any dependence cauld bo placed on what they 
say, the probabilities for their success would appear to 
be very 'good. 


But there is no evidence to Indicate that there is any 


considerable amount of dissatisfaction with the present 
administration, or the acts of the Republican party-in 
congress. 
On the contrary, the national government 


seems to be running with unusual smoothness. 
Tho 


country as a whole Is prosperous, tho people are satisfied, 
and the majority party in congress seems to be doing its 
work in a wholly reasonable and sensible manner. 


The Republicans have the advantage of being already 


in control of the national affairs. There is no apparent 
reason why the people should wish to change the man- 
agement at the present time. The Republicans have the 
further advantage of the new reapportlonment bill, and 
thus far there seems'to be every reason to predict a 
Republican victory In the next congressional elections. 
If this Is secured, it will go a long ways towards helping 
a Republican victory in, 1904'. 


PROFESSOR CHAUVENET'S RESIG- 


NAT10N. 


HE resignation of Professor 
Regis Chauvenet, 


, president of the State School of Mines, leaves a 


gap in the educational circles of the state which 
It would be bard to fill. 


The controversies that have 
raged over the recent, 


troubles In that school have for the most part concerned 
secondary matters, and the real cause of the trouble has 
been generally overlooked. 
We have heard a greajt deal 


about the insubordination of the scholars. 
Professor 


Chauvenet's educational methods have been somewhat 
criticised. 
Politics has crept into the affair, as politics al- 


ways does whenever it gets a chance. 
The governor of 


the state has been censured because he has taken part 
in the controversy. 
• 


The real cause of the whole difficulty has been the 


lack of sufficient accommodations for the students. 
The 


freshman class, numbering 125, and sometimes more, was 
admitted with the Implied promise that faithful and hon- 
est effort on the part of the students, coupled with a fair 
measure ot intellectual ability, would secure for them 
an education along the lines selected by them for thtlr 
life work, upon complying with the reasonable regula- 
tions of the school. 


This promise It was Impossible for the school authori- 


ties to keep. 
There were not acommodatlons for a sec- 


ond year's class of one-third of the number of students 
fully qualified to pursue the work. 
The 
task of the 


president and faculty was to sort out from the first year's 
class of over a hundred, not more than 30 students to pur- 
sue the second year's work. 


Under such circumstances any kind of an excuse was 


good 'enough to secure the dismissal of the student. Th« 
least trivial breach of discipline, the slightest fqlluro 
in recitation, the unavoidable absences or anything -:lse 
that could be seized upon as an excuse Was used to make 
the task of the faculty easier, and yet with all these ex- 
cuses made available, there still remain cases of fiagraut 
injustice in which the student was forced to leave the 
school, simply because there was not room for him there, 
and for no other reason. 


Such a condition of affairs continued through a.num- 


ber of years, and well understood by-the faculty, grad- 
uates, students and all Interested in the school could not 
well fail to.bring demoralization and serious trouble. The 
blame for it does not rest with the students who have 
finally reached the point of protesting against conditions 
manifestly unjust to them. 
It does not jie with the 


president and faculty, who have been doing all they could 
to carry on the work of the school under most unfavorable 
and unsatisfactory circumstances. 
It does riot rest even 


with the board ot trustees appointed by the governors, 
whom we believe to be loyal to the Interests of the school 
and ready to do whatever could be done to promote Its 
interests. 
The fault lies partly with the system which 


is a wrong one and has been repeatedly denounced la 
the columns of Colorado newspapers,' and In part with 
those responsible for the general demoralization of the 
finances of the state, which has left not only this institu- 
tion, but others with an income totally insufficient to 
carry oh its proper work. 


President Chauvenet has brought tho Colorado State 


School of Mines to a high state of efficiency. 
Ho has' 


established its reputation among the leading technical 
schools of the OJnited- States. 
Ho has done all that could 


be done by any one to make it a success, and'hje- now re-.

Colorado'Springs, March 31, 1902. 
I cannot refrain from an allusion to 
my former letters about Elkton, In 
which it was-pointed out that the price 
of that stock was precarious and likely 
to be very much lower. I was ridiculed 
so much at the time that I remember 
now to say to my critics in this day of 
their tribulation, "I told you so." 
Therels nothing that will so quickly 
depress a mining stock as to pay un- 
earned dividends, and that Is what Elk- 
ton seems to .have been doing. At the 
very time when the dividend should 
have been decreased or suspended al- 
together, the directors increased !the 
rate. This occurred in the face of enor- 
mous expenditure ahead to handle the 
water, then not completely mastered, 
with diminishing reserves, andj,m,an.y 
other troubles. It seems to have,been' 
extremely unwise to increase the divi- 
dend at thatftlme and the stock is now 
reaping what'the directors of the com- 
pany then'isowed. The mine seems to 
have an honest management but an ex- 
travagant pnp, and the public Is much 
concerned a^ to the future, both on ac- 
count of the particular stock, and be- 
cause of the undoubted Influence that it 
has over the remainder of the Colorado 
Springs mining stock market. 
It Is a time.for heroic measures and 
the directors of the Elkton company will 
be called on to prune away the suckers 
that are sapping the sap. A great many
